The Firit and fieeond Beading-Books consist, as befoi«, of les- 
sons on the^ elementary sounds of the language; but they have been.- 
enlarged for the purpose of introducing additional exercises, and 
fhftreby fiurilltating the aoquirement of the first elements of reading. 

The Third Beading-Book has undergone some changes both in 
Its contents and in their arrangement, in order to render the lessons 
at onde inore. interesting in themselves and more gradational in their 
seqtkence. 

The Fourth Beading-Book (otdp reemdjf ptMiaked) supplies a 
gap, preTionsly existing, between the Third Book and the Sbrtbs ov 
Lessons.

In the New Edition ef this last-named work— ^he Course— the 
changes introduced, for the purpose of bringing it into harmony with 
the progress of knowledge and the altered conditions of education, are 
on so extensive a scale that they amount to little short of an entire 
reconstruction of the work. As before, however, the greater part of 
the book consists of lessons on Natural History, the Physical Sciences, 
Geogpraphy and Astronomy, and the Christian Religion ; though on 
most, if not all, of these lessons material changes have been made, 
in order to render them at once more consecutive and more compre- 
hensive.

GEOGRAPHICAL DEFINITIONS. 

Geography means a description of the earth. A Map 
is a drawing or picture of the surface of the earth, or of 
a part of it. The top oi 2k map is north ; the hottom^ 
south; \hQ right-hand aide J Qdi&i] ihtlefi-hand sideyVreAt. 

The surface of the earth consists of land and water. 
The land consists of continents and islands ; — ^the water ^ 
of oceans, seas, lakes, and rivers. 

A Continent is the greatest portion of land, nowhere 
entirely separated by water. A Country is a large tract 
of land known by a particular name. An Island is much 
smaller than a continent, and wholly surrounded by 
water. A Peninsula is a portion of land almost sur- 
rounded by water. 

An Isthmus is a narrow portion of land, joining two 
larger portions together. A Cape^ Promontory ^ Pointy 
Heady Naze, Ness, or Mull, is the extremity of a por- 
tion of land stretching into the sea. A Coast or Shore 
is that part of the land which borders on the sea. 

An Ocean is the largest division of salt water. A 
Sea is a smaller division than an ocean. A Bay and 
Oulf are parts of the sea running into the land. A 
l^ait is a narrow passage of water joining two seas. 
A Lake is a collection of water surrounded by land. 
A Frith or Estuary is the widening of a river into an 
arm of the sea. A River is a considerable stream of 
water, running into the sea, or into another river. 
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The Equator is the line that divides the map of the 
tDorld into northern and soiUhern hemispheres or halves. 
The Poles are ninety degrees on each side from the 
equator. Parallels of Latitude are the lines drawn from 
side to side of the map. 

The Tropic of Cancer is about twenty-three degrees 
and a half north from the equator ; and the Tropic of 
Gapricom^ the same distance south from it. The 
Arctic Circle is about twenty-three degrees and a half 
from the north pole; and the Antarctic^ the same 
distance from the south pole. 

These circles divide the globe into five portions or 
belts, called zones^ — ^viz, the torrid zone, the north and 
south temperate, and the north and south frigid zones. 
The Torrid Zone is between the tropics ; the North 
Temperate^ between the tropic of Cancer and the arctic 
circle ; the Sovih Temperate^ between the tropic of Capri- 
corn and the antarctic circle ; the North Frigid^ between 
the arctic circle and the north pole ; and the South Frigid^ 
between the antarctic circle and the south pole. 

Meridians are the lines that pass from pole to pole 
through the equator. The meridian that passes through 
London or Greenwich is called the First Meridian. 

Longitude is the distance of a place east or west from 
the first meridian ; the greatest longitude is one himdred 
and eighty degrees. Latitude is the distance of a place 
north or south from the equator : the greatest latitude 
is ninety degrees. On the map of the worldy the degrees 
of latitude are marked on the circles that surround each 
hemisphere, and those of longitude on the equator. On 
the map of a particular oountrtf, the degrees of latitude 
are marked on the sides^ and those of longitude at the 
top and bottom.

Whiifhy, north from Scarborough, on the coast, the 
birthplace of the celebrated voyager. Captain Cook. 

Lancashire. — Lan' caster, on the Lune ; Pres^ton, on 
the Rib'ble, where the Jacobite insurgents surrendered 
in the year 1715 ; Blackfhum, east from Preston ; jBoZ'- 
ton, south from Blackburn ; Man'chester, on the Ii-^well, 
famous for its great cotton-manufactures ; lAi/erpool, at 
the mouth of the Mer'sey, the second seaport in the 
kingdom. 
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Cheshire. — Ches'ter^ on the Dee; Btockfportj and 
Birkfenhead^ on the Mersey; Macfdesfiddj east from 
Chester.

Gothic cathedral, in which is a large bell called " Tom of 
Lincoln ;" Qrainsfhcroughy on the Trent ; Chrant'hamy in 
the west, on the Witham ; Bo^fUm^ near the mouth of 
the Witham ; BUmfford^ in the south, on the "Wel'land. 

Rutlandshire. — Oakham^ in the north-west; Up^^ 
pmghamj in the south. 

Leicestershire. — Leicester and Lough'horoughy on 
the Soar ; Ha'/loroughy on the Welland. 

Staffordshire. — Stafford^ on the Sow ; Lich'fiddj 
the birthplace of Dr Samuel Johnson and Bishop New- 
ton ; Wolverhamp^Umy in the south-west, noted for its 
hardware.

— Hef/efordj on the Wye ; Leomin-- 
gter (Lem'ster), north from Hereford, on the Lugg. 

Worcestershire. — Worcester ^ on the Severn ; ^wf- 
derminster, north from Worcester, noted for its carpet- 
manufactures ; Dudley J surrounded by Staffordshire. 

Warwickshire. — War^wickj on the AVon; Strafe 

fardf farther down the river where Shakspeare was bom; 

Cov'entryj north from Warwick, noted for its manufac* 
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tores of watches and ribbons; Bi/minghamj on the 
borders of Staffordshire, &moiis for its hardware. 

NOBTHAMFTONSHIRE. — Ncrthamp'toriy on the Nen; 
Peterborough^ in the north, on the Nen ; south-west of 
which, on the same riyer, stood Foth'eringaj Casde, 
where Maiy Queen of Scots was beheaded.

— Gam'hndgej on the Cam, with 
a famous uniyersitj, consisting of fourteen colleges and 
three halls ; E'hfy on the Great Ouse ; Nevoma/Tcet^ in 
the east, noted for its horse-races. 

— Na/wick^^oxi the Yare, noted for the 
manufacture of crape ; Ya/mouJOi^ at the mouth of the 
Yare ; l/ynn Re'gis or King* a Lyrm^ near the mouth of 
the Great Ouse.

— Ohuceater and Tewkesfhury^ on 
the Severn; Ohel^enhamy north-east of Gloucester, 
much frequented for its mineral waters ; Bris^toly partly 
in Som'ersetshire, on the Avon. 

Monmouthshire. — Mon^mouik and Gh&p'stowj on 
the Wye. 

Somersetshire. — BaOi^ on the Avon, a large and 
beautiful city, celebrated for its medicinal waters ; Wells j 
south-west of Bath. 

Wiltshire. — Sal'isbury, on the Avon, with a fine 
cathedral, the spire of which is the highest in England ; 
Wil^ton, on the WiWy, noted for its carpets. 

Berkshire. — Readying, at the junction of the Thames 
and Ken'net ; Winc^sor^ farther down, on the Thames, 
with a magnificent castle, a favourite residence of the 
sovereigns of England. 

Middlesex. — Lon'don, on the Thames, the capital 
of the British Empire, the largest, the most wealthy, the 
most commercial, and perhaps the most populous city in 
the world ; Brenlfford, higher up, on the Thames. 

Surrey. — Chiild'ford^ on the Wey; Kirufstorij on* 
the Thames ; Croy'dorty in the east of the county.

— Inverc^ray^ on Loch Fyne ; Camp'- 
bdton, in the south, on the coast ; (yban^ on the west 
coast. 

Nairnshire. — Naim^ on the coast, at the mouth of 
the Nairn. 

Elginshire or Moray. — Etgin^ on the Los'sie, noted 
for the ruins of its cathedral ; For'res, near theFind'hom. 

Banffshire. — Banffy at the mouth of the Dev'eron ; 
Portsoi/' and CuVleUy westward, on the coast. 

Aberdeenshire. — Aberdeen' ^ a large seaport, with a 
university, and the remains of a cathedral ; Peterheoj^ 
and Frafserburghy on the coast. 

Kincardineshire or the Mearns. — Ber'vie and 
StoneJiafverij on the coast. 
Forfarshire or Angus. — For^far^ near the centre of 
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the county, in the valley of Strathmore' ; Dundee'^ on 
the Frith of Tay, with large manufactures of linen; 
Montrose^ and Arbroath' ^ on the coast ; BrffcJiin^ on the 
South Esk, 

Perthshire. — Perthj on the Tay; 8oone (Scoon), 
near Perth, noted for its abbey, where the kings of 
Scotland were crowned; Dutikeldfj higher up on the 
Tay ; Orieffy on the Earn ; DuvMcme'y in the south, on 
the Allan, formerly much frequented for its mineral 
waters : near this town is Sheriffmoor, where a battle 
was fought between the King's troops and the Jacobite 
insurgents in 1715. 

Fife. — Cu'par^ on the EMen; Falkfland^ westward, 
with the remains of a royal palace ; 8t An'drews^ on 
the east coast, with the oldest university in Scotland ; 
Thfsari^ KirhcaVdy^ Kinghom'^ Bumt^slandj and In- 
verlcei'thingy on the Frith of Forth ; Dunferm'line^ 
inland, in the west of the county, celebrated for its 
manufacture of table-linen : here are the remains of an 
abbey where many of the Scotch kings were buried. . 

Kinross-shire. — Kinross^ on Loch Le'ven. 

Clackmannanshire. — Clackmanfnanj near the 
Forth ; Ariottj on the Forth. 

Stirlingshire. — Stir^lingy on the Forth, with a castle 
which was a favourite residence of the kings of Scotland : 
— two miles south of Stirling is Ban'noclcbumj where the 
English, under Edward the Second, were totally defeated 
by the Scots, commanded by King Robert Bruce, on 
the 24th of June 1314 ; FaVhirh^ in the east, where 
great cattle-markets, called Trysts^ are held : near it is 
Car'ron, with extensive iron- works ; Orangemouth' ^ at the 
junction of the Forth and Clyde Canal with the Carron. 

Linlithgowshire or West Lothian. — Ldnlith'gowy 
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with the ruins of a lojal palacCi in which Qaeen Maiy 
was bom; Borrawstownneat^j or Effnenf^ and Qiceoi*- 
fe/ry^ on the Frith of FortL 

EdINBUBOHSHIBE or MiD-LoTHIAH. — EDmBUBGH, 

near the Frith of Forth, the capital of Scotland, famous 
for its elegant buildings, its beantifbl situation, and 
its celebrated nnirersitj ; LeS£k^ on the Frith of Forth, 
the port of Edinburgh; PortMth and Mtu^sdhwrgh^ 
east from Edinburgh, on the Frith of Forth ; DatkeUhy 
on the Esk. 

ELlddinotonshibe or East Lothian. — Eatdingkm^ 
on the Tjne, the birthplace of John Knox, the famous 
Scottish reformer; Dvmbaa^ and Ncrtk Be/wick^ on 
the coast 

Bebwickshibe or the Mebse. — Green^laWj on the 
Black^adder ; Dunse^ between the Blackadder and the 
White^adder; Lavfder^ on the Lea^der; Ccict stream^ 
on the Tweed. 

Boxbubohshibe or Teyiotdale. — Jecthargh, on the 
Jed ; Kd'aOj on the Tweed, opposite the junction of 
the Te'viot ; Havftck^ on the Teviot ; Mdtrose^ on the 
Tweed, celebrated for the beautifal ruins of its abbey. 

Selkibkshibe. — BendrkfiVL the Et'trick ; Chdashid^, 
on the Ga^a, noted for its manufacture of woollen cloth. 

Peeblesshibe or Tweeddale. — Pe/bles^ on the 
Tweed. 

Lanabkshibe or Clydesdale. — Lan'arkj on the 
CJlyde; HarnfUUmy farther down the river; Olcu^gowj 
still farther down on the Clyde, the seat of a university, 
and the commercial capital of Scotland ; Air'drie^ east 
from Glasgow. 

Dumbabtonshibe or the Lennox. — Bwmbai^Um^ 
near the junction of the Le'ven with the Clyde. 
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Bbnfbewshire. — Ren'frewj near the Clyde; Paw - 
l^j on the White Cart, famous for its manufactures of 
muslin and cotton ; Port- Glas'goWj on the Frith of 
Clyde ; Oreen'ocJc^ farther down on the Frith of Clyde, 
a large seaport, and the birthplace of James Watt, the 
celebrated improver of the steam-engine. 

Ayrshire. — Ayvj at the mouth of the Ayr ; I/vtney 
at the mouth of the Irvine ; Kilmar'nock^ higher up, 
near the same river ; CHr^van^ on the coast, at the mouth 
of the Girvan ; Salt^coatSy on the coast. 

Dumfriesshire or Annandale. — Dumfries^ on the 
Nith ; Sanquhar y in the north-west, on the Nith ; An^- 
nan J near the mouth of the Annan ; MoffaJt^ in the north, 
on the Annan, frequented for its mineral waters ; Lan^- 
holmj on the Esk. 

Kirkcudbrightshire or East Gallowat. — Kirk- 
cuctbrightj on the Dee ; New OaXloway^ near the Ken. 

Wigtownshire or West Galloway. — Wi^tovm^ on 
Wigtown Bay ; Whilfhomj near Wigtown Bay, where 
the first Christian church in Scotland was built ; Stran- 
roe/ J at the head of Loch Ry'an ; Portpatrickj on the 
west coast. 

Buteshire. — Roihe'sayy in Bute, on the coast; 
Brod'icJcy in Arran, on the coast'.

PALESTINE OR THE HOLY LAND 
Was bounded on the North by Syr'ia ; on the West by 
the Mediterranean Sea, called in the Bible the Great 
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Sea; on the South by Arabia; and on the East bj 
Arabia and Syria. 

Palestine is called also in Scripture the Laiid of 
Cdikaan ; the Land of Promise ; the Land of Ju'dah / 

the Land of Ib'toaI^ and the Land of the Hebrews. 

It was originally inhabited by the Am^arites on both 
sides of the Jor^dan ; the Sido'niana in the north-west ; 
the Hi'vitea in the north-east ; the Oir'gashitea or Oer" 
gesenet^j east of the Sea of Galilee ; the Pe/izzitea^ on 
the western side of the Jordan ; the Hitftitea^ on the 
west of the Dead Sea ; the Jd/usitea, west &om the 
northern part of the Dead Sea, and the Philis'tines 
along the south-west coast. 

Tbibes. — Ashler, in the north-west ; Naph'tali, east 
of Asher; Zeb'ulon, south of Asher; Is'sachar, Half 
Tribe of Manastseh^ Ephraim^ and Ben^jamin^ west of 
the Jordan ; Jvfdah^ west from the Dead Sea ; Dan and 
Sm'eon^ in the south-west, on the coast ; Half Tribe of 
Manaa'seh, Oad^ and Beu^ben, east of the Jordan.

Tibe'riaa^ on the Sea of Gralilee, so called in honour of 
Tiberius Cesar^ where Matthew was found sitting at the 
receipt of custom ; Nazfareikj noted as the place where 
our Saviour spent the earlier part of his life on earth ; 
Cafna, of Galilee, where our Saviour performed his first 
miracle by turning water into wine. 

ISSACHAR. — Jez^reel^ where Na'both was stoned to 
death by order of Jez'ebel; Shu^nem^ where Eli''sha 
raised a young man from the dead ; Dal/eraih ; Na'tn^ 
where Christ restored the widow's son to life ; A'nem 
or Engan'nim ; Beik'shemesh, 

Samaria, comprehending the tribe of 

Ephraim. — Sama'ria, the capital of the ten tribes 
of Israel ; She'cJiem or Sj/char^ near which was Jacob's 
well, where Christ conversed with the woman of Sama- 
ria ; Lyd'da^ where Peter healed E'neas, who was sick 
of tlie palsy ; Skafroriy Lasha'ron^ or Sa'ron^ situated in 
a district celebrated for its roses ; SM'loh, where Josh'ua 
divided Canaan among the tribes, and fixed the Taber- 
nacle, which remained here upwards of 300 years. 

Half Tribe op Manasseh. — Gesare'a^ the residence 
of the Roman governors, where Her^od Agxip^pa was 
eaten up of worms, and where Paul was tried before 
Felix and Fes'tus ; and Dor^ both on the coast ; Megid"-^ 
do; Scyihop'olisoxBeth^ahan; j&i'dbr, where Samuel ap- 
peared to Saul at the witch's incantation; Do'than^ where 
Joseph was sold by his brethren to the Ish'maelites. 

JuDEA, comprehending the tribes of 

Benjamin. — ^Jeru'salem, the city of David, formerly 
call (t^Je'lms or Sa'lem^ the capital of the kingdom of Judah. 
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This city was about five miles in circumference, and had 
eleven gates ; Beth' any ^ where our Saviour raised Laz'- 
arus from the dead; and B^'phage^ on the east of 
Jerusalem; Je/icho^ the first city taken by Joshua; 
CKb'eon^ where Joshua defeated five kings, on which 
occasion the sun and moon stood still ; Ba'mah^ where 
Samuel dwelt and was buried ; Luz or Beik'ely remark- 
able for Jacob's surprising vision; Em'maua^ on the 
road to which our Saviour first appeared to his disciples 
after his resurrection. 

JuDAH. — BeXkUhem^ the birthplace of our Saviour and 
of David, near which the angels appeared to the shep- 
herds ; Hffhron^ where Abraham was buried ; Ka'desh-^ 
B(x/nea^ whence Moses sent the spies ; Makk^dahy near 
which Joshua defeated and hanged the five kings wlio 
had made war upon Gibeon ; AduVlam^ near which David 
concealed himself firom Saul in a cave ; Beth'shem^hj 
where the ark was restored, and where fifty thousand and 
seventy of the inhabitants were slain for looking into it ; 
Kir^joith-'Je^arimy where the ark remained for a long time. 

Dan. — -Jop^pa or Jaffa^ in the north-west, on the 
coast, where the prophet Jo'^nah embarked for Tar'shish, 
and Peter restored Dor'cas to life; Oaih^ the city of 
Goli'ath the giant; Ekfron; Ash'dod or Azo'tusj near 
the coast, where stood the famous temple of Da'gon ; 
TimfrbOtlij where Samson slew the lion ; Atjalon ; Art- 
maihe'aj where Joseph the honourable counsellor dwelt. 

Simeon. — Beer^-shebaj where Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob dwelt : in the neighbouring desert, Ha'gar, flee- 
ing with Ish'mael, was visited by an angel ; Hor'math ; 
Oe'rar ; Oa^za^ the gates of which Samson carried al- 
most to Hebron ; Aa'kdon on the coast, a noted city of 
the Philistines. 
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Perea, comprehending the 

Half Tribe of Manasseh. — O^fshur ; 0<flan^ 
Chorafzin ; Mag'dala and DaJmanu^tha, on the Sea of 
Galilee ; Ashftaroth-Kar^naimy the residence of Og, king 
of Ba^shan ; Ectrei; Qa/tara^ neax which two men pos- 
sessed with devils were healed by Christ. 
. Gad. — Ba'Tnoih' QU'eady where A'hab, king of Israel, 
was slain by an arrow ; Kar'hor^ where Gideon defeated 
the Mid'ianites, and slew their two kings; Sucfcoth; 
Mahanafim^ so called from Jacob's vision, of two hosts 
of angels; JafbeahrQiVead ; Penvfd or Peni^dy near 
the Jab^k. 

EiEUBEN. — Heah'hcn ; Ja'hazj where Moses defeated 
Silion, king of the Amorites ; Bifzer or Boz'rah ; Med^ 
eba; Bethoi/aray where John baptized^ and near which 
the Israelites crossed the Jordan. 

Mountains. — LeVanoriy on the north of Palestine, 
divided into two ranges, LiVanus on the west and Anti- 
Lib'anus on the east ; Ga/mely in the north-west of the 
Half Tribe of Manasseh, west of the Jordan, where 
Elijah offered his famed sacrifice, when the four hundred 
and fifty prophets of Ba'al were slain : there is another 
Carmel in Judah, where Na^al and AVigail lived, aad in 
a cave of this mountain, near En'gedi, David surprised 
Saul; Mount Ta'hoTy supposed to be the place of Christ's 
transfiguration, in the south of Zebulon ; CUVhoa^ noted 
for the total defeat of the Hebrews, and the death of Saul 
and his three sons, and He/mon^ in Manasseh, west of the 
Jordan ; Oaf ashy where Joshua was buried ; Ehal and 
Oe/iziniy where Joshua promulgated the law : on Gerizim 
the Samar^itans built a temple at which they worshipped 
in preference to that at Jersualem ; E'phravniy where Mi'- 
cah and the idolatrous priest lived, in the tribeof Ephraim. 
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Zt'on^ A'cra^ Morfah^ and Bez^etha^ on which Jeru- 
salem was bnilt ; Mount Catvwry^ on the west of the 
city, where our Saviour was crucified, and OVivet or the 
Mount cf Olives^ on the east of it. On Moriah, Qod 
commanded Abraham to offer up his son Isaac, and after- 
wards Solomon's temple was built upon it. Of the 
mountains of AVarim^ in the tribe of Reuben, the 
most noted are the Heights of N^bo^ Pe'or^ Pi^gak^ and 
BaCal. From Pisgah, Moses viewed the promised Land, 
and here he died and was buried ; CKt'ead^ famed for its 
balm, on the east and south of the. Half Tribe of Man* 
asseh, and the north of Gad ; Hei^mon, Sif^ion or Si^on, 
on the uorth-east of Manasseh : Scripture alludes to th^ 
frequent dews which fall upon this mountain ; Ba'shan^ 
in the Half Tribe of Manasseh, east of the Jordan, noted 
for its rich pastures, fine cattle, and stately oaks. 

EiVEBS. — The Waters of LeVanon flow south-west 
through the tribe of Asher ; the Ki'shon, in which a 
great part of Sis'era's army was drowned, flows north- 
west through Issachar and Zebulon ; the Kc^naJi flows 
west, forming part of the boundary between Ephraim 
and the Half Tribe of Manasseh ; the Oa'ash^ between 
Dan and Ephraim; the ;SbVei, with its tributary the &A'- 
col, so called from the large cluster of grapes which 
Ca'leb and Joshua carried thence when they spied the 
land, rises in the mountains of Judah, near Jerusalem, 
and flows south-west through Judah and Simeon ; the 
B^sar^ where two hundred of David's men, being over- 
taken by sickness, remained, while with four hundred 
he pursued the Am'alekites who burned Zik'lag, flows 
west through Simeon; the River of Egypt or Si'hor 
forms the south-western boundary of Palestine: — all 
these flow into the Mediterranean Sea.

The Joj^dan rises in Anti-Libanus, flows south 
thxougli the Waters of Me^rom and the Sea of Gralilee, 
and falls into the Dead Sea ; the Afnoriy forming the 
eastern and southern boundary of Beuben^ falls into the 
Dead Sea ; the Jab'bok, near which Jacob wrestled with 
the angel; flows north-west through Grad and joins the 
Jordan ; the Oactara flows through the Half Tribe of 
Manasseh; and falls into the Jordan south of the Sea of 
Galilee ; the Kid'ran or C^dronj which Christ crossed 
in his way to the garden of Grethsem'ane, rises north of 
Jerusalem^ and flows south-east into the Dead Sea ; the 
Che^rithf in Ephraim, on the banks of which Elijah was 
fed bj rayenS; falls into the Jordan. 

Lakes. — ^The Waters of Mefrom or Upper Lake^ 
near which Joshua overcame the confederated Canaan- 
itish kings ; the Bea of QnVilee^ or Lake of Oennes^arethy 
or Sea of Tibffrias^ or 8ea of Chin^nereth^ — celebrated 
for Christ's walking on its waters^ stilling the tem- 
pesty causing the miraculous draught of fishes, etc, — 
between Manasseh on the east, and Naphtali, Zebulon, 
and Issachar, on the west ; the Sea of Jdzer^ in the 
east of Gad ; the Dead Sea^ or Lake of Sodom^ or Sea 
of Ike Plaiuy or Salt Sea, once a beautifdl and fertile 
district, where Sodom, Gomor'rah, Ad^mah, and^Zebo'im 
were situated. 

Plains, Valleys, Woods, etc. — The Plain of Me-* 
gictdo or Jes^red^ where Josi''ah, king of Judah, was slain, 
in Issachar and Zebulon ; the three Plains ofSha^ron^ one 
in the west of Ephraim and Manasseh, another in the 
east of Zebulon, and a third in Gad ; the Plain of Mo'- 
rehy between Mounts Ebal and Gerizim, in the north of 
Ephraim ; the Valley ofAcfhoTy where A'chan was stoned 
to death for having concealed part of the accursed spoil 
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at the taking of Jericho, contrary to the express command 
of Joshua ; the Wtldemess of Jude^a, along the west 
Lank of the Jordan and the Dead Sea, where John 
the Baptist began his public ministry, and where our 
Saviour fasted forty days, and was tempted of the devil ; 
the Valley of Stn'^nom, where the Jews sacrificed their 
children to the idol Moloch ; the Vallet/ of Sha'veh or 
Ktnff*8 Daky the Valley of Jehosh'aphaty and the Valley 
of Reph'aim^ in the neighbourhood of Jerusalem. 

In the north-west of Judah are the Vclley of ZepK-* 
aihaJiy the Valley ofE'lah^ where David slew Goliath of 
Gath ; the Forest of Ha^reih^ where David hid himself 
from Saul ; the Plain of Mam're^ where Abraham enter- 
tained three angels, south of Hebron. On the west of 
the Dead Sea are the VaUey of Sak, where David 
smote the Syrians; the Wilderness ofMa'on; the TF3- 
demess of Je/uel ; the Widemess of Ziph / and the 
Wilderness of Tdco'ahy — of which city A'mos the prophet 
was a herdsman ; the Wood of Ephraim^ in Gad, where 
AVsalom's army was defeated and himself slain by Jo'ab.

— No or Thebes^ on the Nile ; Sye^nSj 
in the south, on the Nile, near the borders of Ethiopia, 

Middle Egypt. — Noph or M&m^phis^ on the Nile, 
near which are the famous pyramids ; Bab'yUm^ on the 
Nile, where some suppose St Peter to have written his 
first Epistle. 

Lower Egypt. — Zo'an or Ta'nis ; Sin or Pdu'^ 
svuniy on the coast ; Alexan^dria^ on the coast, founded 
by Alexander the Great ; Tah^panhes ; A'ven or Beth'^ 
shemeshy called also On or Hdiop'olis; Mi^dol; Ba- 
rneses (now Cairo), on the Nile, whence the Israelites 
took their departure ; Pi'ihom and Raum^ses^ two cities 
for the building of which the Hebrews made brick ; 
StKfcothj where the Israelites on their journey first set 
up their tents^ Philfeseih. 

ARABIA 
Was bounded on the North by Palestine, Syria, and 
Chalde'a ; West by Egypt and the Red Sea ; South by 
the Erythrae'an Sea ; and East by the Persian Gulf. 

Divisions. — Arabia Petrcefaj in the north-west ; 
Arabia Fe'lix, in the west and south ; Arabia Dese/ta^ 
in the east and in the interior. 

Tribes. — Amfmonitesj Mo'abitesj E'domitesy Am'^ 
alekites, Mid'ianites, Ish'maeliteSy etc. 

Towns. — Rab'baik or Philadel'phia ] Be'la or Za'ar, 

on the south of the Dead Sea ; E'zion'ga'her^ on the 

eastern gulf of the Red Sea, irom which the ships of 

' Solomon traded to O'phir ; E'laih^ on the same gulf. 
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Mountains. — Be^ir; Hor, where A'aron died; J2b'- 
teby where Mo^es saw the burning hush ; Stnai, where 
the Lord delivered The Ten Commandments to Moses. 

Places mentioned in the Eoute op the Israel- 
ites. — Mafrahy the waters of which the Israelites could 
not drink on account of their bitterness, but which were 
made sweet by Moses casting into them a tree that had 
been shown him by the Lord ; E^limy where were twelve 
wells and seventy palm trees ; tlie Wilderness of Birij 
between Elim and Sinai ; RepVidimyWheTe the Israelites 
tempted the Lord^ and murmured against Moses for 
want of water ; Me/ibahy where Moses by striking the 
rock brought water out of it ; the Wtldemess of Sinai; 
Tciferaky where the fire of the Lord, which burned 
among them, was quenched by the prayer of Moses ; 
Kib'roik'HatUtavahy where those who lusted for flesh 
were buried j HazefrofJiy where Mirtam, the sister of 
Moses, was smitten with a leprosy for railing against 
him, and was cured by his prayers ; the Wildemjess of 
Pafran; ZdbiM/naJi ; (fhoth, 

SYRIA OB A'RAM 
Was bounded on the north by A'sia Mi'nor ; West by 
Asia Minor and the Mediterranean ; South by Palestine 
and Arabia ; and East by Arabia and the Euphra'tes. 

Divisions. — Syria of Damask cus ; of Mafachah; of 
Hafmath ; of Zo'bah ; of Tob ; of B^hob. 

Rivers. — Ah'ana and Phar^par. 

Towns. — An'tiochywhexe the disciples were first called 
Christians ; Damas^cuSy whither St Paul was going 
when he was converted; Rib'lah, where Nebuchad- 
nez^zar put out the eyes of Zedeki'ah, and slew his 
sons; TadfmoT or Palmy'ray built by Solomon; Se- 

'ciay whence Paul and Bar'nabas embarked for 
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Cy^pms ; Tiph^saJi or Thap'aacua^ on the Euphrates 
the north-east boundary of Solomon's kingdom. 

MESOPOTA^MIA or PADAN- AOIAM 
Was situated between the rivers Hid'dekel or Ti'gris, on 
the east, and the Euphrates on the west. 
: Towns! — "Mabib^on the Che'bar, on the banks of 
which Eze'kiel saw several of his visions ; Gof/chemiah 
or Gircefsium^ on the Euphrates, near where it is joined 
by the Chebar ; Hafran or Cha'/ran^ near the source of 
the Chebar, where Te'rah the father of Abraham died ; 
Ut of ike Chaldees^^ near Haran, the birthplace of 
Abraham ; Reho'boih^ on the Tigris. 
BABYLO^NIA or CHALDE'A SOUTH op MESOPOTAMIA. 
Towns. — Bah'yUm^ the most ancient city in the world, 
founded by Nim'rod, on the Euphrates, in the plain of 
Shi'nar ; Rrech, on the Euphrates, below Babylon ; 
CaVneh^ on the Tigris, afterwards the celebrated Ctes'- 
iphon ; A(fcady west of the Tigris. 

ASSYRIA 
Was situated between the Tigris on the West, and 
Me'dia and Per'sia on the East. 

Towns. — Nin'evehj on the Tigris, founded by Ash'ur, 
to the inhabitants of which the prophet Jonah was sent 
to preach ; Re'sen, on the Tigris, south from Nineveh ; 
Ca'lahy still farther south on the Tigris. 

PERSIA OR E'LAM and ME'DIA 
Were situated to the east of Assyria. 

Towns. — Shi/shan or Su'saj the capital of Persia, 
on the U'lai, where Dan'iel had his vision of the Eam 
and He-Goat, and where the events related in the Book 
of Es'ther took place; Ach'meiha^ or Ecba(fanaj the 
capital of Media, where was found the decree of Cy'rus 
for building the house of God at Jerusalem. 
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Was bounded on the North by the Eux^ine Sea ; West 
by the Propon'tis and -ZEge'an Sea ; South by the Medi- 
terranean ; and east by the Euphrates and Syria. 

Divisions. — Mys'ia^ Lyd'ia^ and Gariaj in the west ; 
Lycfia^ PamphyViaj PiMia^ and Ctltc'tay in the south ; 
CappadO'ciay in the east; Pon^tus, Paphlag</niay and 
Biihyn^ia^ in the north ; and Phry^iaj Oalaftiaj and 
Lyccu/niay in the centre. 

Mysia. — Tro'asj on the coast, where St Paul often 
preached, where he planted a church, and had a 
vision in the night of a man of Macedo'nia, who said 
" Come over and help us ;" Asi'sos, on the coast, south 
of Troas, where Paul embarked for Jerusalem ; Adramyif- 
tiuniy on the coast, east of Assos, in a ship belonging to 
which Paul sailed for Italy ; Per'gamos, in the south. 

Ltdia. — EphfesuSy near the coast, to the Christians of 
which Paul wrote an Epistle ; here also was the famous 
temple of Dia'na; Smyr^na, on the coast, north from 
Ephesus ; Sar'dts and PhiladeVphiay east from Smyrna ; 
Thyattray in the north. 

Caria. — Mile'tuSy in the north-west, on the coast, 
where Paul sent for the elders of the church of Ephesus, 
to whom he gave solemn charges ; CnfduSy on the south- 
west coast, which Paul passed on his way to Rome. 

Lycia. — Pafaray in the south, on the coast, at which 
Paul touched on his way from Macedonia to Jerusalem ; 
Mifray in the south, on the coast, where Paul embarked 
in a ship of Alexandria for Italy. 

Pamphylia. — Pe/gay where Paul and Bar'nabas 
preached ; Attali'ay from which Paul sailed for Antioch. 

PiSiDiA. — An'tiochy where Paul and Barnabas preached 
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till a persecution stirred up by the Jews obliged them to 
leave the place. 

Phrygia. — LaodMa^ in the south-west; Colos'se^ 
near Laodicea, to the inhabitants of which Paul addressed 
an Epistle from Rome ; Hierap^olis, north of Laodicea. 

Lycaonia. — Ico^mum, Der^be^ and Lya'tra^ where 
Paul and Barnabas preached the Gospel. At Lystra, 
Timothy was bom, and Paul and Barnabas healed a man 
who had been lame from his birth ; here they were taken 
for Mer'cury and Ju'piter, and Paul was nearly stoned 
to death. Ephesus, Bmyma^ Pergamoa, Thyatira^ Sardisy 
Philadelphia^ and Laodicea; in these towns were the 
seven churches mentioned in the book of Revelation. 

MACEDO'NTA 
Was situated to the north of Greece.

Here he and Silas were mi- 
raculously set free from prison, on which occasion the 
jailer was converted with his whole house : to the in- 
habitants of this city Paul addressed an Epistle. -4m- 
'phvp'olis and Apollo' nia^ through which Paul and Silas 
passed after their deliverance from the prison at Philippi ; 
Thesaalontcaj on the coastj to the inhabitants of which 
Paul wrote two Epistles : he was obliged to leave this 
city by night, on account of a tumult excited by the 
Jews. jBere'a, west of Thessalonica, where Paul 
preached with great success ; Nicop'olia^ in the south- 
west, where Paul wintered and wrote his Epistle to Titus. 

GREECE. 
Towns. — Ail^ena^ in At^tica, the most celebrated city 
of antiquity for learning and the liberal arts. Here' 
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Paul preached and disputed with the philosophers ; on 
which occasion, among others, Dionys'ius the Areop''- 
agite, and a woman named Dam'aris, were converted ; 
(h/inih^ in Acha'ia, where Paul planted a church, and 
to the inhabitants of which he wrote two Epistles. 

ITALY. 
Towns. — Rhfgium^ on the south-west coast, at which 
Paul touched on his voyage to Borne ; Pute^oli, on the 
coast, where he spent seven days ; Ap'pii F(/rum and 
ThA Three Taverns, where the Christians of Rome met 
Paul ; Rome, to the inhabitants of which Paul wrote aa 
Epistle; where he lived two years and preached the 
Gospel ; and where he was afterwards beheaded. 

ISLANDS IN THE MEDITERRANEAN SEA. 

CY'PRUSi — Sal^amia, on the east coast, where Paul 
and Barnabas preached ; Pa'phoa, on the west coast, where 
Paul converted Ser'gius Pau'lus the governor, and struck 
El'ymas the sorcerer with blindness ; Crete (Candia) ; 
Fheni'ce, on the south-west coast ; and Las^a, on the 
south coast, near the Fair Havens : Titus was the first 
bishop of Crete ; Clau'da, south from Crete ; Mel'ita 
(Malta), south from Sicily, where Paul and his com- 
panions were shipwrecked on their voyage to Rome ; 
the natives imagined Paul was a god, because he shook 
a viper off his hand without receiving any hurt from it : 
here he healed the father of Publius, who lay sick of a 
fever ; Si'cilt {Syr^cbcuae)^ on the south-east coast, at 
which Paul tarried three days on his way to Rome. 
ISLANDS IN THE ^GEAN SEA. 

C(/OS and Rhodes, which Paul sailed past on his 
voyage to Jerusalem ; Pat'mos, whither St John was ba- 
nished by Domifian, and where he wrote the Book of Re- 
velation; Sa'mos, north of Patmos; Cnros, north-west 
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of Samoa; Les'bos, north of Chios; Mityle'ne, at 
which Paul touched as he sailed from Cormth to Jeru- 
salem ; Samothra'cia, in the north of the iEgean Sea.

If the place is not so situated, measure with the compasses 
the distance between it and the nearest parallel ; then place one foot of 
the compasses on the same parallel on either side of the map, and the other 
will point out the latitude nearly.* 

Example.— What is the latitude of Edinburgh? Ana. 66" North.— What is the 
latitude of Constantinople? Ans. 41° N.— What is the latitude of Port Jackson? 
Ans. 84* South.— What is the latitude of York ? Ans. 64" N. 



* Latitude and Longitude are reckoned in degrees, minutes, and seci'nds. Degrees 
are marked by a small (*) placed after and a little above the figures ; minutes by one 
aeate accent (0; and seconds by tiro acute aceenU (*): thus Lat 40* ly 80" N. 
means latitude forty degrees fifteen minutes thirty seconds north. If the figures on 
the side of the map increase upwards, the latitude is north ; if they increase down- 
wards, it is south. 
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IJ.—ToJind the Longitude of a given place on the Map. — Rule. — 1( tlw 
given place is situated on a meridian, the end of it at the top or bottom of 
the map mil show the longitude. If the place is not so situated, lay a line 
or rod oVer the given place, so as to cut the same degree at the top and 
bottom of the map, — the degree thus found is the longitude of the place.* .

THE TERRESTRIAL GLOBE. 

The Terrestrial Qlobe is an artificial representation of the Earth, with 
the various circles for determining the position of places on its surface. 
It revolves upon an axis, and is surrounded by a brass ring called the 
brazen or universal meridian, and is supported in a flat frame which re- 
presents the rational horizon. On the brazen meridian are marked the 
degrees of latitude ; and on the horizon the points of the mariner's com- 
pass, the months and days of the year, and the signs and degrees of the 
zodiac. The hour-circle, on which are marked the hours of the day, is 
placed round the north pole. The quadrant of Altitude is a thin slip of 
brass divided from to 90° in ouo direction, and from to 18** in the 
other. 

PROBLEMS ON THE TERRESTRIAL GLOBE.
